The Board of Canvassers then 
proceeded to canvass the _ vote 
with the following results:

The whole number of votes cast 
on the proposition of issuing bonds 
of the City of Lansing in the 
sum of $300,000 for the purpose of 
building a bridge and viaduct over 
the Grand River and the tracks 
of the Grand Trunk R. R. was 6021 
of which 4854 votes were given in 
favor of said bond issue and 1167 


votes were given against said 
bond issue. 

The proposition having received 
more than three-fifths of all the 
votes cast on motion of Ald. Chris- 
topher, it was declared duly car- 
ried by the following vote:
